4,000 .spindles, but by No- 
vember, what was to 
become one of the largest 
cotton mills in Hongkong 
and equal to the best- 
equipped cotton spinning 
and weaving mills in the 
world, had begun to make 
its appearance. 

The Nanyang Cotton Mill 
for instance, was designed {o 
contain masses of machinery 
brought over from America. 
The foundations were started 


in November, 1947. By April. 
1948, the Mill’ was in partial 


-loperation and by August of that 


same year 20,000 spindles were. 
revolving at 11,000 times per 
minute. Since then another 5,- 
000 spindles have been added 
together with a complement of 
looms. 

Only two other mills outdo 
the Nanyang In size; they are 
the Hongkong Cotton Mill with 


38,000 spindles and the Kowloon | 


Textiles, with about a thousand 
less In number. There ore now 
thirteen cotton spinning mills, 
operating some 200,000 spindles,

which with Egyptian types 
provide some of the best In 
the world, there was, for a 
time, a frantic qugst for this 
raw = material, which was 
finally obtained from (many 
other small sources sath as 
Pakistan, East Africa, Turkey, 
Brazil und Burma, but not 
without paying prices’ con-

ing in America.
